Price Goes Up Four Cents In Four Days 
Because of Alleged Shortage In This 
Year's Yield. 



For the past week the price of 
wheat has been advancing steadily, 
it is said to a big shortage in this 
year's crop and Thursday last the 
market quotation was one dollar per 
bushel, an increase of four cents ovei 
the previous day's quotation. Floui 
has advanced in sympathy with the 
wheat market from $5.25 to $5.50 per 
barrel with the prospect of reaching 

The president of one of the largest 
mills in Louisville says an advanc 
two cents a bushel in wheat mean 
advance of ten cents on a barrel of 

Wheat is higher now than at any 
time since 1905. The advance at this 
time is said to be on account of a big 
shortage in winter and spring wheat 
in all wheat growing countries. Ac- 
cording to Government crop reports 
there is a deficit of 100,000,000 bush- 
in the United States, and of 350, 
000,000 bushels in the world's crop. 

The shortage in Europe has caused 
a strong demand, which is making it- 
self felt in the prices of other cereals, 
corn, oats and rye selling from ten to 
twenty cents higher than the market 
price a year ago.

Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy,the dis- 
coverer and founder of Christian 
Science, was born July 16, 1821, at 
Sanbornton Bridge, N. H., a fei 
miles from her present home i 
Concord. 

She was married in early life to 
Major George Glover, their home 
being in Charleston, S. C. Not quite 
a year after their marriage, Mr. 
Glover went to Wilmington, N. C, on 
a business trip, accompanied by his 
wife. There he was attacked with 
yellow fever, and after nine days ill- 
ness, died, leaving the young widow 
alone and far from friends. Mr. 
Glover having been a Mason, the 
Masonic Order was very kind to the 
bereaved woman, one gentleman being 
appointed to accompany her to her 
home at Sanbornton Bridge. This 
gentleman being as faithful 
Mason conld be, never left Mrs. 
Glover until she was safe in 
home of her father. Her only 
(George Glover) was born at her 
father's home, where they lived 
happily until her father, Mr, Baker, 
married again. 

When her boy was eight years of 
age it became necessary to send him 
away from home. She selected a 
family by name of Cheney that she 
thought well calculated to ( 
her child., The Cheneys became very 
much attached to her boy and wanted 
him for their pwn, so they kept hi 
mother's letters from him, telling hii 
she was dead. Mrs. Glover heard 
nothing from her son s£pr years, and 
when she did locate himj She wrote 
to him: "You are all I have'r^om 
and stay with mother and I will ^ 
you have all my property, all my real 
estate. Here is a home up here and 
a mother waiting for jou, if J 
only come and live with me 
refused to go. In the year 1899 Mrs. 
Eddy built and furnished a home for 
her son. February last she 
trust $125,000 for him. About 
ago one of New York's prominent 
papers published that Mrs. Eddy was 
dead, and it was being kept from the 
public. Eleven reporters, all repre 
senting different papers, were allowed 
to go to her home, and for a ven 
short time converse with her. Thi 
accusation that her "next friends' 
— alias "next enemies"— bring against 
her is, that she is insane and incapa- 
ble of attending to her own business 
affairs. Dr. Allen McLane Hamilton, 
one of New York's most eminent 
physicians, and perhaps the most dis- 
tinguished alienist in this country or 
abroad, was chosen to examine Mrs. 
Eddy and give his opinion as to her 
health and state of mind. He said 
to a number of reporters, who 
viewed him: "I have informed myself 
in regard to the mental condition of 
Mrs. Eddy, and for this purpose have 
examined a large number of letters 
and documents, perhaps one hundred 
in all, and have examined her at her 
home. I found Mrs. Eddy to be an 
elderly lady of delicate frame. There 
was, however, no visible indication of 
any motor symptom of insanity, or 
nervous disease. There was no tremor, 
no affection of speech, and aside from 
a certain amount of slight deafness, 
I found nothing the matter with her 
I am firmly of the opinion that she 
is competent to take care of herself 
and manage her affairs." Mrs. Eddy 
is eighty-six years of age and reads 
without glasses. 

Tie first edition of Science and 
Health was published in 1875. 

Mrs. Eddy founded her first church 



twenty-seven years ago with only 
twenty-six members; now the member- 
ship numbers forty-two thousand. It 
hardly seems possible that there are 
now a thousand churches and societies 
scattered from one end of the globe 

the other. The societies only rent 
their places of worship, but their 
churches are magnificent structures, 
Jl of them being paid for before 
they are dedicated. An extension to 
mother church in Boston was com- 
pleted at a cost of $1,000,000, all being 
donated. A reqest was published in 
the papers that no more money be 
sent to finish the church. 

The writer knows a gentleman who 
attended a Wednesday evening prayer 
service at a Christian Science church 
in New York. After the service he 
remarked to one of the members that 
a nice crowd was in attendance. 

Well, no," one gentleman said, 
"many of our members are out of 
town." When asked the question 
" How many do you suppose are 
here?" his answer was, "Not over 
two thousand." Would we in our 
orthodox churches call that a small 
prayer service?

Three weeks have passed without 
threats of a strike by the employes of 
the Louisville Railway Company, 
has there been a tie-up on account/ of 
lack oFpower, T>ut every "car" Ibat 
runs on the Interurban lines con- 
tinues to mix up the races indiscrimi- 
nately, regardless of the law. 

The example of lawless corpora- 
tions such as the Beargrass Railway 
is largely responsible for the con- 
tempt in which the law is held by so 
many. There is a regulation of the 
State Board of Health against spitting 
in public places, yet who pays any at- 
tention to it? 

And why should the individual be 
punished when he infringes on the 
rights of others when the Interurban 
Railroad and other corporations can 
break the law daily, hourly, and es- 
cape punishment therefor? Corpora- 
tions as well as individuals when they 
ignore the statutes of the Common- 
wealth should be made to suffer the 
penalties attached to their violation. 

A Federal Judge has at last been 
found courageous enough to punish 
the Standard OU Company for its 
flagrant lawlessness; why cannot a 
brave, honest courageous official of 
Jefferson county be found J.ble and 
willing to defy corporate influences 
and compel the officials of the Inter- 
urban Railway to obey the provisions 
of the separate coach law? Why 
does not the Judge of the Jefferson 
Circuit Court, criminal division, direct 
the Grand Jury to indict the officers 
of the only railroad operating in 
county which does not obey the 
in this respect? Why does not the 
Commonwealth's Attorney present 
the evidence, of which there is an 
abundance, to the Grand Jury? Why 
do not the people who daity witness 
the law's infraction vote for men for 
public office who will live up to the 
oaths they are required to tike? 

The truth of the matter is the peo- 
ple have it in their power to 
an observance of every law upon the 
statute books, by the election of 
who will honestly perform their sworn 
duty, but they don't do it because of 
partisan blindness.
